MASS ARRESTS 
OF COMMUNISTS 
THRUOUT GREECE 


Executive ‘Committee Is 
Ordered Jailed . 


ATHENS, Grece, March 20.—In all 
towns of the country mass arrests 
have taken place. In Athens all edi 
tors of the newspaper Rlsospastis 
were arrested. Against the members 
of the central committee of the C. P. 
orders of arrest have been issued. 
The central committee will be accused 
of high treason on account of its de- 
mand for the autonomy of Macedonia. 

The government is preparing 200 
further arrests and deportations and 
intends to introduce an exceptional 
law against the Communist Party. 
In Tricola the police provoked con 
flicts in which six workers were killed 
and many wounded. 

The General Federation of Labor 
sent in connection with the arrests, a 
delegation to the prime minister and 
demanded the release of all arrested 
workers and peasants. The prime 
minister rejected the demand and de- 
clared that the government was deter- 
mined to maintain law and order by 
all means.

Fascist Kidnapping

Workers Here Are Also 
Greatest Producers

WASHINGTON, March 20.—Lives of 
coal miners In the United States are 
less safe than are the lives of coal 
miners in any of the other large coal- 
producing countries, engineers in the 
U. 8. bureau of mines admitted when 
questioned by The Federated Press in 
eonnection with the Fairmont dis 
aster. 

But, argued a government engineer, 
who admired the coal companies“ et- 
ficiency, there’s less blood on a ton 
of American coal than on a ton of Bri- 
tish or German, because American 
machinery permits the mining of three 
times as many tons per man as does 
the British system, or the German. 
Therefore, even tho more men, per 
Hundred employed, are killed by ac 
@idents in American mines than in 
those of other nations, our business 
men must be congratulated! 

: No U. 8. Inspection. 


There is no federal inspection of 
goal mines. State law in West Vir 
ginia provides for inspection, but un- 
less a mine is known to be gaseous 
it is not inspected often, and safety 
lamps are not required. Most of the 
gas explosions take place in these 
“safe” mines where safety precautions 
as to lamps are not taken. Generation 
of gas in dangerous quantities is usual- 
ly discovered only at the coat of min- 
ers’. lives. 

These federal safety engineers in 
the bureau of mines give the impres- 
sion that a majority of mine deaths 
are the fault of the individual miners, 
since they come from cave-ins rather 
than from gas explosions. To the 
testimony of miners that company 
“instructions” forbidding the miner to 
work where danger of a fall of rock 
from the roof exists, are fraudulent, 
and that a miner who obeyed those 
instructions would soon lose his 
chance to earn a living, the bureau 
people shake their heads. They in- 
sist that the companies are careful 
of their men, and never want them to 
risk life or limb in digging coal!

Dead Leave Families. 

BARRACKSVILLE, W. Va., March 
20.—The Bethlehem Mine company is 
known here as a gaseous mine. In 
1907, when the mine was known as 
Jamison No, 7, an explosion killed ten 
men. 

Practically every man killed left be- 
hind a wife and at least one small 
child. Some of the men had seven 
children, and many of thefi’had four 
or five children under fourteen years 
of age. 


Five Bodies Found. 

Five bodies have been found and 
two of them were brought to the top 
of the mine shaft. Rescue workers 
found the dead men far back in the 
left heading, near a point where fire 
was discovered some hours ago. The 
fire has been extinguished, mine of- 
ficials said. 

Twelve men were working in the 
left heading when the explosion took 
Place, and twenty-two were in the 
right heading. The work of rescue has 
not yet proceeded into the right head- 
ing. 

The bodies were identified as Walter 
Johnson, Willie Robinson, Willie 
Alliston, all Negroes, and Pete Tem- 
pest, an Italian. Tempest is survived 
by a wife and two children under six- 
teen years of age, and Johnson is sur- 
vived by a wife and one small child. 
Alliston also had a wife and two small 
children living in Barracksville.

Im 
portant negotiations for supplyin; 
from 15 to 20 million poods of coa 
to Italian manufacturers are nearing 
conclusion. Besides, a large order ir 
expected fiom Italian railways, which 
meanwhile have plaved a sample or 
der for some 10,000 tons. 

All these developments have in- 
duced the Export Co. to substanti. 
ally increase its 40-million poods ex- 
porting plan.

Shop Workers Make Demands on 


Levin. 


Meanwhile, on Thursday night, a 
committee of about fifty workers 
from the. shop of Alfred Decker and 
Cohen, marched to the office of the 
Chicago manager of the A. C. W., de- 
manding that the workers who were 
taken off the jobs by Levin for dis- 
tributing leaflets published by Local 
5, of the A. C. W., be promptly re- 
instated. 


But they soon realized, and one 
of the committee told Levin, that 
demanding justice from Levin is the 
same as demanding justice from the 
former czar of Russia, whose tac- 
tics led to the same conclusion as 


will be written after the name of 
Levin. 

Levin Threatens Shop Workers. 

Levin tried in vain to convince: the 
members that it was very much to 
their benefit that he is depriving 
members of their means of livelihood 
by taking them down from their jobs. 
But when the workers told him that 
they don’t appreciate the “favor” 
and that he had better send the vic- 
timized members back to work, Le- 
vin told them they were raising “too 
much commotion” in the shops, and 
they would be responsible for fur, 
ther happenings.” ) 

In other words, Levin threaten- 
ed that if anyone wants to keep hi 
job, he should not dare to express his 
opinion of the present outrages or 
any in the future, or show sympathy ' 
with the victims of the Hillman-Le- 
vin-manufacturer conspiracy. 

Always Somebody Else to Blame 

As usual, Levin tried to use the 
bogey man of “outsiders dictating 
policy to the union,” that the mili- 
tants are trying to “break up” the 
union, but the workers from the shop 
threw this back in his face, accusing 
him of being the disrupter by depriv- 
ing the most loyal and militant mem 
bers of the union of work and trying 
to drive them out of the trade. 
The workers in the Alfred Decker 
and Cohen shop are enraged at Levin 
autocratic manner. He said, haughti- 
ly: “I took them off the job. I am 
going to keep them off the job, unless 
the organization (meaning himself) 
orders me otherwise.” 

The nfembers of the A. C. W. in 
this shop told Levin that just as he, 
today, don’t like Savonovski and takes 
his livelihood away for that reason, 
so, tomorrow, he might not like some- 
body else; and that they were going 
to keep up the fight for the victims 
of his autocracy, because as long as 
this sort of officials ruled no honest 
and sincere worker is sure of his 
job. 


Another Coolidge 
Official Supports

CHEYENNE, Wyo., March 20.—De- 
positions on drainage conditions in 
Teapot Dome continued today as the 
defense closed its case in the govern- 
ment’s suit to break the Sinclai#lease 
on the Wyoming petroleum reserve.

This is not disputed. The Finnish workers were so intelligent 
that they established their own Workers’ Government in 
the days of the world war. But this Workers’ Rule was 
crushed under the bloody fist of a terror that is almost with- 
out a rival in all Europe’s history. Thousands of workers 
were murdered outright, while tens of thousands were im- 
prisoned. Many of these are still in prison. Not only Com- 
munists, but Communist sympathizers and militanta in the 
trade union movement are outlawed. Capitalism now rules 
over this graveyard of worker dead. 

It was to aid the cause of these capitalist terrorists that 
Nurmi, a worker, deserted his own class, and came to this 
country to exploit his prowess as a runner. The red work- 
ers in Finland reject him as a renegade. The brand of traitor 
is on his brow.

The West Vi red flag law, 
which is the criminal syndicalist law 
of West Virginia, is indeed an inter- 
esting statute. While it does not prov- 
ide as severe a sentence as other laws 
of similar nature, it is all inclusive. 
Under it not the least vestige of 
workers’ rights remains if the powers 
that that be in West Virginia desire 
to utilize the law. That the law will 
be used again and again unless it is 
fought against and killed, is quite a 
possibility in view of the record of 
West Virginia in industrial disputes. 

Another state which has a long re- 
cord of persecutions under the cri- 
minal syindicalist law, as well as 
other laws which can be utilized 
against the labor movement, is the 
state of Pennsylvania. This coal and 
steel state has to its credit no less 
than sixteen cases, thirteen of which 
are yet to be tried, two of which re- 
sulted in convictions and are pending 
on appeal, and in one of which the 
sentence has already been served 
(Blankenstein.) 

This state not only has the record 
of these sixteen cases, but of numer- 
ous deportations in the Palmer raids, 
numerous arrests of individual after 
individual on one pretense or another 
and a continuous terrorism applied to 
every section of the labor movement. 

The dark past of Pennsylvania in 
industrial disputes is a matter of his- 
tory. The first conviction under the 
Pennsylvania criminal syndicalist law 
was that of Blankenstein who served 
a sentence. 

The second group of cases grew out 
of a raid staged shortly before May 
ist, 1923, all over Pittsburgh and on 
the headquarters of the Workers 
Party, on various pretenses, Number- 
ous workers were arrested and held 
on exorbitant bail. Finally, about nine 
were indicted. They are yet to go on 
trial.

Strike Lessons. 


The girls going to various cities for 
collections report good response from 
the mill workers. Thru an error, 
many girls entered stores, and re- 
ceived unwelcome greetings, and prac- 
tically no support. 

When near this city, a wrecking 
crew from the Reading Railway shops 
of the N. Y., N. H. and H. R. R. Co. 
was approached, they replied they had 
no money They were working over- 
time, the dirty scabs, who took bread 
out of the mouths of the railway shop- 
men, and would not. aid the textile 
workers. 

An instance of working class soll- 
darity occurred before the strike was 
declared. One worker was informed 
that he had no right to strike (he 
fixed machinery) “because you are a 
part of the workers.” To which he re- 
plied, “When I worked three or four 
days a week like the rest, I was paid 
like the rest. III stick with the rest, 
now.” 


Picketing Goes On. 


At present, picketing starts at 6 
a. m. There are pickets posted at 
each gate in two hour shifts. Will- 
iam Simons, district organizer of the 
Workerg (Communist) Party volun- 
teered at this morning’s meeting to 
do regular picket duty, but Miss Kel- 
leher, the organizer in charge, de- 
clared that only American Thread Co.

It is impossible to determine 
just how the company is preparing. 

A report from Holyoke is to the 
effect that the truck drivers refused 
to come to Willimantic to carry ma- 
terial from here“to their city. A 
truck driver in this mill is still at 
work, on the filmsy excuse of being 
“on salary.” One sees this truck ride 
to and from the mill. The senile fa- 
ther of the assistant agent of the 
company snoops around to note the 
strength of the strikers. 

Rank and File Class Consciousness. 

The class spirit of the mill worker 
was revealed by a woman striker. 
When she saw for the first time the 
Textile Worker for February, 1928, 
the official organ of the U. T. W. of A., 
she spied an ad for The Star Needle- 
work Journal, a quarterly publication 
devoted exclusively to needlecraft, 
at 260 West Broadway, New York 
City. 

This address happens to be the 
address of the New York office of the 
American Thread Co., where the 
strike is on. She spied the address, 
and immediately asked: “What is 
that ad doing in a union paper?” In- 
cluded also, are ads of various mills 
and companies. 

The DAILY WORKER Well Received.

In addition, the English Sewing Co., 
which controls the American Thread 
Co., controls 17 other cotton compan- 
es. The need is a united front.

Red Army Chief Tells 
Soldier Students of 
Russia’s World Aims 


MOSCOW, (Rosta)—(By Mail.)—In 
his first public speech since his appoint- 
ment as people’s commissary of war 
and navy, Michael Frunze dwelt on 
the international position of the Union 
of Soviet Republics. The speech was 
delivered to an audience of over five | 
thousand students from variops mil- 
itary schools gathered in the Moscow 
Big Theater. 

The very fact of the existance of 
a Soviet state, he said, naturally gives 
rise to various contradictions in its 
relations with the surrounding world. 
The Soviet government policy was 
simple however. It was a desire to 
prevent the aggravation of such po- 
tential conflicts. 

“What is most valuable to us,” he 
stated “is that our citizens should 
be able to labor in peace.” He then 
quoted various “foreign correspond- 
ents” who have been spreading ru- 
mors of vast war preparations being 
carried on the Union of Soviet So- 
clalist Republics. Europe knows per- 
fectly well that Russia is absorbed in 
the task of economic construction and 
must realize these stories are being 
sent out to mislead the European 
public. 

He referred to the Russo-Jap treaty 
as an event of paramount importance 
in world politics. He expressed the 
hope that mutual relations would soon 
be established with France whose in- 
terests do not conflict with those of 
Russia in any part of the world. 

In concluding he said, “The Red 
Army will continue to improve in 
quality, not for purposes of imperial- 
ism but for purposes of self defense. 
It will keep in mind that a powerful 
Red Army is a guarantee of peace-

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The British Unionists’ Russian 
Report 

The 600 page report of the official British trade 
union delegation to Russia, compiled after ex- 
haustive investigations into all phases of economic, 
social and political life, has caused a panic in reac- 
tionary trade union and socialist circles as well 
as in the upper levels of capitalist officialdom. 

Only extracts of the report have been published 
in the United States to date, but enough to deter- 
mine that it is a history-making document. The 
report marks the real beginning of the sweep of 
the influence of the great Russian trade union 
movement into the English speaking capitalist na- 
tions. 

Upon the immediate issue of world trade union 
unity the report will have, has already had, a 
tremendously favorable effect. What the British 
trade union delegation actually discovered was 


that the Russian workers and peasants are just 


the same as the working class in the Anglo-Saxon 


nations with the difference that they have defeated | 


capitalism. Having settled this to their own satis- 


faction, by the cautious British method, the ques- 


tion of method becomes secondary—that is the 
British trade unions, seeing the victory and the 
fruits thereof, place in its proper perspective the 
charge of tyranny and terror hurled at the Soviet 
government and the Communists by the capitalists 
and their propagandists. 

The British trade unionists are practical per- 
sons. They are after results and when they see 
results obtained by the workers and peasants in 
Russia they are more than inclined to believe that 
the end justifies the means. This same conclusion 
will be reached by every worker when he has had 
an opportunity of knowing and weighing the 
achievements of the Russian working class led by 
the Communist Party. 

Here is the nub of the whole question. It ac 
counts for the loud wails produced by the British 
trade union report in the capitalist and socialist 


eee of the whole world. It accounts also for the 


fact that the American Federation of Labos did not 
dare to publish the report in its official organ, but 
instead gave space to the maunderings of J. Turner 
—the Ben Reitman of Great Britain. 

The main question asked world capitalism and 
its labor faker and yellow socialist allies by the 
British trade union report, not in so many words 
but in every paragraph of the document, is: 

“Why are conditions for the workers and peasants 
of Soviet Russia improving every day while the con- 
ditions of the masses in all capitalist nations grow 
progressively worse?” 

The answer is that in Soviet Russia the land, 
factories, mines, forests and the government belong 


to the workers and peasantry. This is the answer 


that will be given by every worker who reads the 


document, but for capitalism the question is un- 


answerable. It dare not tell the truth. To do 80 
means to surrender.

Lest there be no mistake about it, the railwaymen 

are required now to take an oath of allegiance to 


with the profitable operation of the roads by their 
capitalist owners. 

The railwaymen’s union is to be disbanded and 
they become simply employes of the Wall Street- 
owned Calles government. The forces are to be 
reduced by the discharge of 40,000 workers—for 
whom the Wall Street masters make no provision— 
and the greatest economy is to be practiced so that 
the American imperialists will haye no cause for 
complaint. 

Says Calles to the railway workers: 

Rumors of a proposed railway strike do not in- 
timidate the government. We will place the railways 
under orders and nothing will stop us. Railwaymen 
must accept the new order... . They will not remain 
members of the union, but will be considered as 
federal employes. .... The government proposes to 
readjust the railways, running them a short time 
economically, giving them economic stability, then 
returning them to the company. 

The same appeals are being made to the German 
railway workers who groan under the Dawes plan 
—the European expression of American imperial- 
ism endorsed by the social-democrats. The Calles 
gov ernment is the idol of the socialist hangers-on 
in this country; with the labor imperialists of the 
American Federation of Labor they join in praising 
it to the skies. 

When the American Federation of Labor officials 
crossed the Rio Grande after the last convention 
the result was only less disastrous to the Mexican 
workers than an invading army. We knew and said 
at t hetime that all the talk of international friend- 
ship was fo rthe purpose of weakening the Mexican 
labor unions—making them easy prey for the Wall 
Street bankers. At that time we did not think that 
the results of the betrayal would materialize so 
quickly. 

But here they are 

President Calles himself, the “labor president” 
of Mexico, is breaking up the most powerful union, 
that of the railway workers. 

The labor traitors lose no time in getting results 
for their masters. 

The class-conscious workers of Mexico and the 
United States must unite under Communist leader- 
ship against imperialism and its agents in the 
labor movement.

The wish is father of the thought. Sun Lat Sen 


builded well and his party of the Chinese people 
will not end with his death. Like all Chinese, Sun 
Yat Sen thought much of death and prepared for 
it. He knew that organization can replace in- 
‘dividual leadership and he worked to that end. 
| Then there is the Communist Party of China 
with its active workers trained in the Communist 
school—the Far Eastern University—busy with 
the task of organizing the best elements of the 
Chinese masses. The Communist Party of China 
works in closest contact with Koumingtang—its 
organizational experience is at the disposal of the 
Chinese independence movement. 

The loss of Sun Yat Sem will make the task of 
combatting imperialism in China more difficult; 
but it will not déstroy or even check it.

| Describing Sun Yat Sen’s funeral, the capitalist 
press service from Pekin says: 

Ambassador Karakhan and other Soviet representa- 
tives were the only diplomats in the parade. ... M. 

All the 
Soviet men wore red and black bands. The coffin 
was borne by members of the Kuomingtang. 

| Two things are noticeable in the above dispatch: 
| First, that the imperialist diplomats did not care 
to honor the leader of the powerful party of the 
Chinese people who had fought them up to the very 
hour of their death and kept China from falling 
entirely into their clutches.
